LONDON,  October  16. 
DEFEAT  OF  THE  DUTCH  FLEET. 

This  morning  a  Utile  after  6  o'clock, 
Cape,  r  ail  tax,  of  his  wajefty'fl  llup 
Venerable,  arrived  at  the  admiralty 
office  wiih  the  oliicials  of  the  victory 
gained  by  Admiral  Duncan,  over  the 
licet  of  Holland. 

The  two  Heets  were  equal  in  num- 
ber, each  having  16  two  decked  <iiips. 
—Admiral  v\  inter  came  out  expiclsly 
for  the  purpofa  of  fighting  the  Eng- 
liih.  by  order  of  the  convention.— 
They  talked  of  having  him  tried  by  a 
court  martial  it  he  retufed  to  fail. 

At  the  concltlfion  of  the  action, 
the  Brifilh  found  themlclv es  in  pol- 
ler ffi  on  of  nine  ihips  ot  the  line  and 
two  frigate*  ;  a  Dutch  brig  and  fchoo- 
ner  wei^e  funk  in  the  action.

lhatt^red  to  pieces,  before  lhe^  could 
bring  a  gun  to  bear  cm  the  Monarch 
ot  74 guns,  which  rakeu  he/.  T  his 
was  the  lalt  ilnpthat  (truck.  Admiial 
dc  Winter's  Ihip  did  not  fare  much 
better  from  she  fire  of  the  Venertvbie. 
doth  Ihips  were  fo  uxpreparcd  for  ac- 
tion at  the  moment,  thai  they  could 
fcatcely  bring  a  gun  to  bear  until 
they  had  received  the  fire  of  our  fhips 
lepeatettly. 

The  obffinnte  bravery  of  the  Dutch 
in  the  battle  was  fo  great,  that  when 
admiral  Winter  fui  rendered,  he  was 
the  only  perlo;:  on  the  quarter  deck  ot 
the  Vryheid,  &  lie  is  laid  to  have  been 
fo  for  half  an  hour  ;  every  other  olli- 
cer  having  been  killed  or  wounded.— 
Having  performed  his  duty  in  the 
molt  gallant  manner,  he  appears,  fmce 
his  capture  to  be  in  very  good  fpii  its, 
and  has  pafl'-d  great  part  of  his  time 
in  admiial  Duncan's  cabbin. 

The  cirenmttance  of  two  admirals 
being  found  on  board  the  vice  admi- 
ral's Ihip  is  ow  ing  to  the  fenior,  who 
is  inarm,  having  wilhed  to  retiie, 
which  the  Dutch  government  oppofed 
on  account  of  his  popnlai  ity  with  the 
teamen.  A  junior  admiral  was  there- 
fore appointed  to  aflilt  him  in  the  du- 
ties of  his  office. 

W  hen  admiral  Duncan  made  the 
fignal  to  break  the  enemy's  line,  the 
Dutch  admiral,  immediately  perceiv- 
ing his  pnrpofe,  made  the.  fignal  for 
his  fleet  >  clofe,  which  w  as  very  al 
erily  obeyed,  purucujaily  by  the  vice 


admiral.  It  was  tinder  the  Hern  of 
his  Ihip  that  admiral  Duncan  palled, 
and  immediate  ly  ranged  up  along  fide, 
it  was  le ven  or  tight  minutes  be-loic 
1  gun  was  returned  on  that  tide  —  a 
pi  oof  that  they  were  not  ready.  The 
Dutch  vice  admiral  did  not  ltarjJ  the 
fire  of  the  Venerable  above  ten  min- 
utes, but.,  dropping  her  forefail,  lhot 
a  head.  The  Venerable  then  ranged 
up  10  admiral  Winter's  Ihip  when  a 
very  warmly  conitfted  action  took 
pla^e,  which  laltcet  upwards  of  two 
hours,  when  the  Dutch  weie  obliged 
to  yield  to  the  fupeiiority  of  britilh 
ikill  and  courage. 

All  the  liilt  lieutenants  of  Admiral 
Duncan's  fleet  are  immediately  to  be 
promoted  to  the  iar;k  of  maltti  s  a:  d 
cainniaiielers.

Hut  melancholy  as  his  fituation  was, 
Jie  loll  nothing  of  that  piide  which  is 
peculiar  to  genius,  whether  great  or 
finall  ;  he  tool  J  not  creep  and  fawn 
tit  the  feet  of  a  patron.  He-  had  friends 
Vlio  would  ha\e  admit. illercd  lelict 
to  him  ;  L-.;:  they  were  never  made 
acquainted  with  his  real  condiuou,  or 
had  not  friendly  impctaolity  enough 
to  force  their  afliftnnce  upon  biro. 

Koiiiy  became  the  prey  of  diltreft 
•  nd  nefpondency.— The  fliortedt  way 
at  euce  to  rid  bunfelf  hum  all  his  n;i- 
icry  feemed  to  him  to  be  death.  De.it  h 
appeared  to  him  as  a  friend,  as  a  fa- 
\io  ir,  and  deliverer  ;  and  gained  his 
aftt ct ions.  His  tender  fpoufe,  who 
*as  no  left  weary  of  life,  lidened 
»ith  participation  when  he  declaim- 
ed with  all  the  warmth  of  poetic  rap- 
turc,  of  deliverance  from  this  earth- 
lyprifon,  and  of  the  ftniling  preTpe& 
of  futurity  ;  and  at  length  refolved 
*o  accompany  nim  in  death.  Bur  lhe 
could  not  hear  the  thought  of  ieaviri  ^ 
her* beloved  ibn,  of  five  years  old,  in  a 
vo'ld  of milery  and  furrow:  it  was 
therefore  agreed  to  take  the  child  with 
them  into  another  and  better. 

They  *f  re  now  firmly  refused  to 
•die.  But  what  mode  of  death  llionld 
they  adopt  I  j  hey  made  choice  of  the 
jwott  horrible— of  ftarvinrg:  accord-

He  faw  his  friend,  with  his  wife 
and  fon,  lying  on  a  bed  pale  and  e- 
maciatcd,  fcarcely  able  to  utter  a 
found.  The  boy  lay  in  the  middle, 
and  the  hulband  and  wife  had  their 
arms  thrown  over  him.  The  child 
Itietched  out  his  little  hands  towards 
his  deliverer,  and  his  firlt  word  was 
—  bread  !  It  was  now  the  third  day 
that  not  a  inorfel  of  food  had  entered 
his  lips. 

The  parent!  lay  ftiH  in  perfeel  Itn- 
por:  they  had  never  heard  the  burll- 
Ing  open  of  the  door,  and  felt  no- 
thing of  the  embraces  of  their  agitat- 
ed friend.
